The Role of the State Attorney 


I was very happy to see Tom Clark's 
(AMA Director of professional racing) 
statement in Cycle News last week con- 
cerning the residents of California and 
the AMA regarding suspensions, Many 
people in this state have spent a great 
deal of time and money assuring the 
rider his right to be able to select and 
ride with the association he wishes and 
participate in the events of his choice. 
There are thirty-seven other states in 
the United States that have this same 
law which allows the rider freedom of 
choice to participate in any event he 
wishes as long as he is a member of 
that association without being discrimi- 
nated against, 

I cannot understand why the riders in 
these other states do not contact the 
State Attorney and ask that this law be 
enforced, I also do not understand why 
all of a sudden the AMA is starting to 
crack down on the professional riders 
who ride in other than AMA sanctioned 
events, 

For the last two or three years AMA 
professionals have been allowed— cor- 
rection — have been riding in non-AMA 
events with the knowledge of the AMA 
officials, but have not been suspended. 
I cannot believe that the AMA really has 
any fear of the non-AMA motorcycle 
associations, except for the possibility 
of scaring some of the riders who are 
sitting on the fence and might start par- 
ticipating in other associations’ sanc- 
tioned events, 

Realistically, what good did it do to 
suspend for 15 days riders who partici- 
pated in the road race on September 26th? 
It really did not in any way prevent these 
riders from participating in any AMA 
nationals because most of the people 
suspended were road racers and would 
not be competing in any of the flat track 
events. It is for certain, however, that 
they received a great deal of notoriety 
for their ons and possibly this is 


events. 

I think it is truly a shame, because a 
lot of rficto-cross riders in the east 
to compete against the Euro- 
peans, and with these suspensions there 
might be some hesitation on their part 
to do so in 1969.

Flash Flood Danger Stops Race As Torgerson Crosses Line

RANDSBURG, Cal., Jan, 26 — Dennis 
Torgerson pressed hard through the rain 
to cross the line first after one lap of 
the Moose Run, planned for two laps. 
The race was called at thatpoint because 
of the possibility of flash floods, Tor- 
gerson being declared the winner, 

It had rained hard all week, and the 
Four Aces Club had just about had it 
with trucks being caught in flash floods 
and lime being washed away; but they 
went out and bought thirty-six rolls of 
yellow tape and marked the entire course 
over again on Saturday afternoon in 
the rain, 

There were 400 riders ready to go at 
11 a.m, The start was delayed for an hour 
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Husky mounted Dennis Torgerson read the 
course well and finished first over-all. Only 
100 of the 265 big-bike entries finished this 
muddy Randsburg, California run. At least 50 
bikes were left out on the course overnight 
and pulled out by four-wheelers the next day. 





to give all the riders who had trouble on 
the highway a little more time. The rain 
started to pour down as the banner was 
dropped, but there was no turning back 
now. You could hardly see where you 
were going in the driving rain, but this 
wasn’t supposed to matter justas longas 
you were out there racing. Desert riders 
are a determined bunch, 

After 51 slippery, wet, and cold miles, 
Dennis Torgerson, #9х came in on a 250 
Husky tuned by Tracy's of Burbank; his 
time was one hour and twenty-five min- 
utes, Torgerson has been riding for six 
years and has six 250 Class wins to his 
credit, He has always been up with the 
front runners, but this time he was not 
only able to go fast and keep out of 
trouble, but he was also able to keep his 
engine dry by reading the territory to 
stay out of the deep marshes and water- 
holes that proved to be the downfall of 
many riders, 

The start turned out to be a good one, 
even though the wind had blown the ban- 
ner and everyone got a little nervous, but 
no one jumped the gun. It was difficult to 
see the smoke bombin the rain, and some 
of the riders went off through a saddle 
between the mountains two miles before 
the smoke. 

Dick Camp, #535x, on a Bultaco was in 
the lead at the smoke, followed by Steve 
Holladay, #714, on a Husky, and Mike 
Burke, #42, on a Triumph, The first 
check was a flying check in a narrow 
canyon, and the second was located fif- 
teen muddy miles later in the roughest 
section of the course. Some of the sand- 
washes had a foot of running water in 
them, and the clay marshes had turned 
to ‘‘quicksand’’; you were dropped hub- 
deep in mud and stopped dead, almost 
throwing you over the bars, Of course, 
the big concern for everyone was the 
possibility of becoming stuck out in the 
cold and wet weather, which turned the 
race into a test of survival. 

Torgerson, who had been running sev- 
enth at the smoke, had moved up tothird 
by the first check, when Dick Camp, the 
early leader, dropped into a big holeand 
waved everyone off, Phil Bowers, #139x, 
then took over the lead, with Mike Burke 
in second and Torgerson third. 

Torgerson began to apply the pressure 
after the second check when he could see 
both of the opponents going down one of 
the long hills in front of him. He decided 
to go all out, with an overall win as his 
objective, and moved past Burke in the 


rocky section. He got by Bowers next, 
who had run into trouble on a long and 
steep slate hill, then powered into that 
welcome finish line first, 

There he was told that the two-loop 
race had been shortened because of the 
danger of flash floods, Phil Bowers was 
second on his 250 Yamaha and Mike 
Patrick #421x, was third, also Yamaha- 
mounted. A muddy and cold Mike Burke 
was fourth, and was first Open Class, 
Dick Camp pulled himself out of the ditch 
and came in for a well-deserved fifth.

It stands to reason that this week’s 
column would have something about Jeff 
Smith in it, He’s just about the best 
scrambler the world has seen; in over- 
all points since he started competing he 
is still an impressive distance ahead of 
for!

with. When you win a G,P. all you get is 
eight points! 

As a person to talk to, the old adage 
of *The bigger the name the nicer the 
guy” comes to mind after meeting him 
and listening to him at the Long Beach 
movie showing and attending the scram- 
bles lecture. Not only does he know his 
sport thoroughly, but he can communi- 
cate what he has learned to other people 
to help them along the way. So here are 
some little goodies we picked up. 

Its obvious you must learn to walk 
before you can run and Smith advises 
that anyone considering serious compe- 
tition ride trails. For beginners it's 
especially important to make all mis- 
takes at slow speed, rather than have to 
learn them the hard way in an all-out 
scramble. Over the years we've noticed 
that Jeff and team-mate Arthur Lampkin 
continued to ride trials when not riding 
motocross. If the big boys in the sport 
think it works, why not try it? 

When you race, you should win at the 
slowest possible speed! Not only that, if 
you plan on winning, you don't get out in 
front at the beginning, We realize thatin 
our District with our all too often **four- 
lap race bit’ that wouldn't work; you grab 
off the lead and hang on, But when you 
have to use your head a little this is the 
theory: let someone else pace you while 
you Sit back and watch what happens 
from behind him, If he hits a hole, you 
have time to miss it. He'll be pushing 
his machine and himself harder than you 
because he's afraid you're going to 
pass him, 


Curve Your Spine 


On a 20 lap race say, after he's led for 
18, pass him. You'll know where he 
makes his mistakes and you can get by. 

Then immediately drop into the groove 
he's been riding; you' ve followed him long 
enough to know what it is, After 18 laps 
of riding thatgroove he won't have enough 
time to figure out a new one to get back 
around you, and you've got the win, 


have trouble, get to a chiropractor and 
have it fixed. 

As for your machine, it’s a thorough- 
bred. Help it live longer by giving it 
ample time to warm up at low revs be- 
fore making it breathe hard, and also 
maintain it. However, don’t tinker around 
with it too much. If it’s running well, 
leave it alone. Just check the necessaries 
like oil, plugs etc. Keep an eye on tire 
pressures and wheel spokes, You can 
burst a wheel just as easily landing on 
one with too tight spokes as loose ones 
so let the spokes live a little. 

According to Jeff, cleanliness is like 
Godliness at the BSA factory. Their ma- 
chines are cleaned thoroughly after a 
meet. You can’t see emerging problems 
with layers of dirt on the engine, and we 
know how many local riders are in the 
habit of leaving their machines looking 
like the bottom of a bird cage. If done 
carefully, washing that scooter isn’t 
going to hurt it, 

Every race day, walk the track before 
practice, even if you know it and have 
ridden it before. You never know what 
might have happened to the surface or 
how the promoter changed just some 
little thing since your last time on it, 
Smith's whole attitude may be summed 
up this way. If you're going to racedon't 
leave anything to chance. But if you don't 
enjoy it then don't doit. Tobea success- 
ful racer you must have fun at it. If you 
get weary of the grind then take a lay-off; 
don’t keep pushing yourself. 

As Smith said humorously, in Interna- 
tional motocross when they geta bit stale 
the only way they can get a breather is to 
fall off conveniently and break something. 
In all seriousness, a break can re- 
energise you and you’ll come back even 
better than you were. He thinks he will 
continue to ride years from now “be- 
cause I enjoy riding a motorbike,’’ and 
even this year, though retiring from the 
International circuits, he will continue to 
race because he likes it, 

Those who heard him tell anecdotes at 
the movie showings, some so funny he had 
the audiences screaming, and those of us 
who heard him realized that we'd met a 
true champion and a gentleman. The lad

Well, that's the official word. After 
reading this, you would thinkit’s all over 
for motorcycle drag racing. That’s not 
so. What this all boils down to say is— 
that motorcycle drag racing is not popu- 
lar enough at this time to run at these 
events, If we can make this a more popu- 
lar sport I’m sure the manufacturers 
will lend their support, 

One thing we must do to make this 
more popular is advertise. Without it, 
there is not much of a show. If we could

advertise a little more on our regular 
and big events, I’m sure it would help a 
lot.

Let's all get together and try a little 
harder to/make this sport more popular.

The Kids Watched Curiously Then Went Away

BEAUMONT, Cal., Jan. 26 — Well, trials 
fans, let’s just say it was a day we 
would all like to forget. Southern Cali- 
fornia was in it’s second (or was it the 
third) week of heavy rains. And as you 
know, when it rains more than one inch 
in sunny SoCal, things really come apart. 

Like, the non-freeway section of high- 
way between Los Angeles and Corona 
was completely washed out, calling fora 
fifty-mile search for higher ground. 
Back on the main thoroughfare, one still 
had to contend with an inland hurricane 
with zero visability, squirrelly drivers 
slamming to a panic stop at every cau- 
tion sign, and the fear that the semi truck 
loaded with a set of doubles coming the 
other way was going to pick you for the 
fall guy in a fast five seconds of lane 
changing, 

At Beaumont (about thirty miles east 
of San Bernardino on the Indio freeway) 
a canyon road was designated as the 
place to pick up the lime, But the lime 
(if it ever had been thrown around) had 
been washed away long ago with the 
eroding pavement of the county roads, 

Eroding? The roads were non-existent 
in some sections, and in others you could 
see the edges crumbling away. Some- 
times it was impossible to stay on the 
proper side. And there was the fun of 
watching the cleaved mountainsides land- 
sliding fore and aft of one's hurrying 
vehicle. 

After running over hilland dale (some- 
times on hunch and sometimes by road 
department directive) the general area 
was arrived at. 

“I saw several ‘cyclists ride over the 
condemned bridge and up that dirt road 
about an hour ago,’’ a young middle- 
management family man told us, while 
urging his wife and heirs intoa neat little 
Volkswagon, 

A little further on was the Glen Oaks 
Job Corps Center, a quasi-military camp 
in the Riverside/San Bernardino moun- 
tains; for dissillusioned teen-age boys in 
search of a better economic way of life, 
it is said. Their barracks and mess hall 
living routine is lightly regimented; 
there’s a week of grammar school studies 
coupled with a week of forestry work. It

really isn’t what Job Corps training is 
supposed to be all about, butit sure beats 
sitting around your friendly neighborhood 
area of decay — like Watts, East L.A. or 
Bell Gardens — wondering when to try 
your first mugging. 

Anyway, about a dozen trials riders 
riding around one of the blacktopped 
parking areas, with abouta dozen Corps- 
men standing there in the cold drizzle, 
curious about why these grown ups hadn’t 
the sense to say to hell with it, and pack 
up and go home to TV and hot toddies as 
the Trials officials had done the day 
before, But the die-hard riders who 
showed up were determined to go ahead 
and ride what few traps had been laid out. 

Then one of the more experienced 
riders called the kids into a group along 
with the other riders and actually tried to 
explain what trials riding was all about; 
how the riders are scored, what to look 
for in the way of an outstanding attempt 
compared to an average attempt. The 
kids didn’t say much, 

Then some of the riders started up 
again, and this time two of them jumped 
around shooting pictures, That did it for 
the kids; they knew we were nuts, the 
only explanation. 

The riders pitched in a quarter each 
for the winner’s kitty, someboy’s wife 
reluctantly took the job of keeping score 


on a soggy piece of paper, and the traps 
were assaulted.

Dennis Keefe on a Husqvarna won the 
250cc expert class, Ken Marking on а 
BSA Victor took the open amateur. 

Thirty 100cc motorcycles attacked the 
8/10 mile Moto Cross course, For about 
100 yards they charged hard, then geared 
down and slammed on the brakes at the

first mud hole, It was very crowded as 
they went over the three foot hump and 
then flew up and over an eight foot mound, 
a hard turn to the left, a small jump, 
then a hard right turn, 

They started spreading out but it was 
still close and furious with Kurt Loh- 
ineyer in the lead. He held the lead until 
almost the end of the race but a Bultaco 
Lobito crashing in front of him took him 
down with it, Gary Emory of Bakersfield 
took over the lead but Gerald Yarborough 
soon passed him to win in the first heat 
on a Hodaka. 

Ron Peterson did his thing and won the 
250cc amateur on a Yamaha, 

Tom Horton from Lancaster is the 
young man to keep your eye on at the 
races. Last year his number was 406 and 
this year it’s 26 TT Am, That’s moving 
up in a big hurry. Inthe first heat he was 
fourth at the start; but he hit his brakes 
as someone went down in front of him, 
and his brakes locked, causing his engine 
to stall, 

By the time he got itgoing he was last; 
but undaunted he charged, fought and 
worked his way back up until when it was 
all over he was back in fourth place. 
Tom, at the end of the day was second, 
open amateur. Last month he was the 
winner of the 250cc class at the Dead- 
man’s point Moto Cross, 

There was a real treat for the specta- 
tor at this race, because the American 
Moto Cross team, sponsored by the 
Montesa Motorcycle Co., was there to 
show us how it’s done. John DeSoto and 
Ron Nelson were racing hard and putting 
on a great Show when they locked bikes 
on a big jump and pulled a spectacular 
crash. 








The Bryan Wade incident was dropped 
by everyone weeks ago, except by Wes 
Cooley who continues to bring it up con- 
stantly in his column. If Mr. Cooley gets 
as many verbal inquiries as he says he 
does it's because he is keeping the pot 
boiling and we wonder why, 

I was finished with the whole situation 
until now, because it's over and done 
with, But after Mr. Cooley’s lastcolumn 
I feel I must get re-involved because I 
was involved at Westlake, and to stop 
Mr. Cooley from worrying away at an 
old bone. My personal opinion is that Mr. 
Cooley either advertantly or inadvert- 
antly got himself into a situation that 
caused him to lose face. Instead of be- 
having like most of us do when this hap- 
pens, he will keep this going until he 
can regain face, 

At Westlake I was in the full confidence 
of both Nick Nicholson and Bryan Wade 
from the moment this erupted. Nick 
knows I can be relied on for honest re- 
parting; and let’s face this too, Bryan was 
in a foreign country and we’re fellow 
Britons. 

After Mr, Cooley told Bryan he was 
suspended for riding at Hopetown when he 
was pre-entered at Dallas, the three of us 
had an extremely private meeting to 
discuss this. Nick had less to say than 
we two did; he had it in black and white 
that Greeves had withdrawn Bryan from 
Dallas. The other riders said they didn't 
care if he went ahead and rode. We knew 
something was fishy, but what? With the 
time difference we realized we could 
check with London before Sunday; and 
Bryan freely made his own decision not 
to ride until a check was made. 

Sunday morning both Nick and Bryan 
asked me separately to go with them to 
meet with Mr, Cooley. They had contact- 
ed London and had a cable, but I wasn't 
told what was in it, Mr, Cooley put in 
writing why he had refused to allow 
Bryan to ride the day before; he had been 
told by telephone that the A,C,U, had 
suspended him, Bryan asked: ‘‘If the 
A.C.U. said I could ride, you'd let me?" 
Mr, Cooley confirmed this, and Bryan 
pulled the cable from his pocket and 
handed it to him, There was no reason 
why Bryan should not ride. No doubt at 
this point Mr. Cooley felt the rug had 
been pulled out from under him! He made 
a copy of the cable for his files, 

After Mr. Cooley’s last column I went 
to Nicholson Motors, Nick gave me free 
access tohis large file of correspondence 
and full authenticated carbon copies of 
letters, cables etc. I read anything I 
wished to, including letters from 
Greeves, the A.C.U., the F.I.M., Inter- 
Am promoters, the whole lot, 


Bryan Wade’s two supposed violations 
are just not so and that’s documented, 
Letters from Greeves confirm he was 
withdrawn prior to the series starting 
on the East coast after Mr, Edison Dye 
cancelled the first four races. The day 
of Pepperell he was competing in Eur- 
ope. The letter from the A,C.U,. to 
Greeves grants permission for him to 
ride certain races while here, They are 
the Inter-Ams, starting with Westlake, 
and the Dirt Diggers Grand Prix at 
Hopetown, the event that started the 
whole flap. It has been said that Wade 
was supposed to be in Dallas that day, 
but both Greeves and the A.C.U, knew 
where he was going to be. Hopetown! 

To get away from Bryan Wade for a 
few moments I also read Mr, Nicholson’s 
letter to the F.I.M. This was not a 
“protest” but a simple request for in- 
formation regarding F.I.M, sanctions, 
Their reply I also read; it was a cordial 
one and in no way a “verbal spanking." 

I also read a copy of an A.C.U, letter 
to Mr. Cooley written after he had com- 
municated with them, following this up- 
roar. In it they expressed surprise that 
the Dirt Diggers event was not FI,M, 
sanctioned through M.I,C.U,S, (of which 
Mr. Cooley is life-timePresident,) While 
visiting their London office he had told 
them he had issued sanctions for all 
these races, including Hopetown, 

To end this I offer the following as 
food for thought? 1. If Wade really was 
suspended for riding Hopetown instead of 
Dallas, why should such an efficient or- 
ganization as the A,C.U. pass this infor- 
mation along by telephone only? Wade 
himself surely would have had itin black 
and white, and there was ample time for 
such communication after Hopetown and 
prior to Westlake. 2. Woulda works rider 
like Wade jeopardize his livelihood by 
doing anything to lose him his F.I.M, li- 
cense? He doesn't play with motorcycle 
racing, he makes his living at it and as 
a full-time professional is fully aware of 
the rules, 3. If Mr. Cooley continues to 
insist that Wade was entered at Dallas 
could it be that the promotional office of 
the Inter-Am Series made a mistake? 
Perhaps they didn’t record properly the 
number of races Greeves withdrew Wade 
from, I think this unlikely because Mr, 
Edison Dye not only had to take care of 
the running of the series but had two 
teams of contract riders to provide for, 
Husqvarna and C-Z, requiring painstak- 
ing preparation. The two '*singles" 
Adolph Weil of Maico and Bryan Wadeof 
Greeves who gave the others such a run 
for their money and added so much to the 
series would have been handled as com- 
petently as anyone else, 4, Would Greeves 
distributor Nick Nicholson become in- 
volved in any shady deals or funny busi- 
ness? He is too well thought of on both 
sides of the Atlantic as a businessman 
and competitor to do anything like that, 
besides going against his own philosophy 
of life, 

So please, Mr. Cooley, let's just drop 
this unfortunate subject and forget it, 
before someone on the Continent starts 
wondering if we really are ready for big 
time motocross in this country. 
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Gregg Surprises

WOODLAND, Wash., Jan, 19 — Mike 
Gregg and his 238 Kawasaki surprised 
almost everyone by taking a special chal- 
lenge race here. He was riding against 
T.L. Hoglan and his Norton, and Bob 
Leach on a specially-prepared 421 Hon- 
da. Hoglan was second. 

The day also saw the fastestrace ever 
on the fast Woodland track, Sonny Burres 
pulled this off in the 250 A Main.

POINT, Cal., Jan, 12 — Mike Hans 
took the amateur trials run here over 
riders with many years more experience. 
Bob Nickelsen and Tom Stowers made 
the fewest mistakes in Master and Ex- 
pert, respectively. 

The day began in a cold, blustery way 
and gave little hint to the upcoming heat- 
ed competition. Approximately 90 riders 
appeared ready to try their best in the 
first trails staged this year, 

Seven amateur sections and seven 
master sections were placed around the 
four mile course. Riders were required 
to make three laps through the pleasant 
country, Bob Grove, Jack Ward, Dave 
Evans and Bob Nickelsen were chiefly 
responsible for the design of the traps, 
It’s a lot of work to set up 14 traps but 
can be a lot of fun, Much planning is re- 
quired and many changes are made be- 
fore the section is finished.

Five Texas 
Road Races 


AUSTIN, Texas, Jan, 28 — The newly- 
formed Southwest Motorcycle Racing 
Association will enter it's second season 
when the ninth annual International 
Championship Motorcycle Road Race 
Classic is unreeled at Austin Dragway 
Park, March 2nd, starting at 2 p.m. 

The event will be the first of five 1969 
road races scheduled in Texas, and will 
feature many of the great names of 
motorcycle racing in the Greater South- 
west.

The helmet once had a friendly, pro- 
tective image in America's mind, But to 
many it has become at best a restrictive 
nuisance,

that damage depends on how soon the 
restriction can be removed in the 30 
states that have it. 

The Transportation Department Indi- 
ans, under their former chief, caused the 
damage and we hope that they will help 
undo the harm, 


Trade Assn. Heads For Century 
Mark? 

Coinciding with the D.C. show is a 
scheduled meeting of the Motorcycle, 
Scooter & Allied Trades Association. 
Recently they welcomed three new mem- 
bers and so for the first time in history 
over 50 firms are now represented, This 
may inspire the association to try some 
bold new approaches toward solving the 
problems facing the industry. 

There are now more big businesses 
in the motorcycle industry than ever, It 
is not fair that a handful have to make 
the decisions and pay the bills for the 
association that benefits everyone in the 
U.S, cycle trade.

It is hoped that the AMA executive board 
will meet and consider the case of John 
Penton, who is now starting the 4th 
month of his 6-month suspension for 
allegedly breaking the rules, 

Penton's punishment is clearly a mis- 
carriage of justice. But he has chosen to 
suffer in silence rather than humiliate 
the rider association in a court of law. 
Such sacrifice should not go unheeded, 

The least the AMA execs can do is 
commute Penton's penalty to time al- 
ready served, And give the Meadowlarks 
M.C, back its charter. Good God! 

The controversial rule of exclusivity 
which Penton and others supposedly vio- 
lated should stand until the Competition 
Congress meets again.

Lose Helmet Test Case 


The Appellate Division of the Connec- 
ticut Circuit Court upheld the constitu- 
tionality of that state's controversial 
“helmet law” in a case backed by the 
Connecticut Motorcycle Association. 

“It does not tax the intellect,’ the 
court said, “to comprehend that loose 
stones on the highway kicked up by pass- 
ing vehicles...could so affect the operator 
of a motorcycle as to cause him momen- 
tarily to lose control and thus become a 
menace to other vehicles on the high- 
way."
